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Pearls of Wisdom

Tabor Academy is known as the "School by the 
Sea/' and its incredible seaside facilities definitely live up 
to the name. Tabor's marine biology lab sits right along 
the shore of Sippican Harbor and creates the ideal location 
for hands-on learning. 

About a year ago. Tabor began cultivating an 
oyster farm, which has since grown to hold over 4,000 
oysters. According to Tabor Academy, the project got a lot 
of positive feedback and support from trustees, students, 
and Tabor graduates. 

Luckily for us, oysters grow naturally in 
Marion Harbor and have been harvested in this area for 
thousands of years. These oysters have not only helped 
to sustain local economies, they have also made a huge 
impact on water quality in our area. Since oysters must 
filter water in order to survive, they are exceptional at

removing pollutants from murky water. Over time, the 
oysters that are introduced into our harbor will clean and 
clarify the salt water. 

David Bill, who serves as manager for the Tabor 
Academy Oyster Farm, says that it seemed "natural to 
start a farm" at Tabor for a variety of reasons. It is well 
known that Tabor has an "established school history 
in the nautical sciences," and the farm has allowed 
a combination of educational usage and community 
outreach. Not only will these oysters clean pollutants 
out of Sippican Harbor, they will also help sustain local 
farmers as we move into oyster harvesting season. 

In addition. Bill added that starting the farm 
"made a lot of sense for us" at this particular time. 
The incredible seaside marine biology lab is "the 
perfect environment for [oyster farming]," as it allows 
participants to observe the growing process from start to 
finish. The oyster farm, which grew from once tiny seeds, 
provides a great educational program for both Tabor 
students and summer campers. Throughout the academic 
school year, students have been able to participate 
in the oyster farm through various science labs and 
observational studies. 

Tabor summer campers also have the chance to 
participate in the oyster farm. This year, campers observed 
and helped grow oysters before introducing them 
directly into the wild. Under careful instruction, campers 
compiled what are known as "oyster reefs," essentially 
large piles of oysters which are deposited into the salt 
water. Each week, campers have taken time-lapse photos

to track the farm's progress. Summer art classes have 
also had the chance to participate by sketching creative 
portraits of the farm. 

According to Dave Bill, the Oyster Farm exists "to 
give Tabor students the skills and experiences working 
in marine science labs they wouldn't otherwise get/' The 
farm has allowed teachers to combine Tabor's academic 
curriculum with useful hands-on and visual learning to 
submerge students in the nautical sciences. The Tabor 
Academy Oyster Farm has already contributed so much 
to our community through these educational programs, 
and it will only continue to enhance the area over time as 
our harbor is filtered of its pollutants.

Wednesday at the museum. Children ages eight and up 
were invited to learn through hands-on activities what 
it was like to live in Mattapoisett roughly 150 years ago. 
Last week's program focused on the working aspect of 
life. 

"Around here that involves usually either 
farming or building ships/' explained museum curator 
Elizabeth Hutchison. 

The afternoon began with how ships were built. 
Hutchison showed the group of four kids various tools 
such as a hammer made of wood, a chisel, large nails 
used to sew sails, and a fid used to break knots. The tools

were old and worn, yet well preserved. A few of the tools' 
handles bore the carving ''mine,'' showing the humor of a 
shipbuilder long ago. 

"Part of the program is always to bring the 
museum's collection into use, to try to use what we have 
to help promote history and promote learning," said 
Hutchison, "We found some tools that we knew were OK 
for the kids or for us to demonstrate with." 

Using an old auger, the kids took turns trying 
to drill a hole into a plank of wood. They realized the 
intensity of this simple task, as after a few minutes they 
had drilled just about a third of the way through the 
plank. Workers would have to drill hundreds of these 
holes in the process of building a ship. 

Again putting the museum's tools to use, 
Hutchison demonstrated how to shave and shape wood 
with a hand plane. Then she showed how one would 
sharpen an ax, having the kids turn the lever to spin the 
old, heavy grinding wheel. 

Moving onto farming, Hutchison explained the 
uses of a fan mill, turnip mincer, corn chopper, cider press, 
and other machines the museum has on display. The kids 
were attentive - listening, learning, and asking questions. 

Next the group went over rope making, and

Hutchison described the ropewalks where long strands of 
material were twisted tightly into ropes. These ropes often 
were put to use on Mattapoisett's ships. 

"Of course everybody has to know knots when 
you work on a ship/' said Hutchison, so the kids learned 
a selection of knots used commonly by sailors. As they 
practiced knots such as the bowline or the butterfly 
(which looks more like a spider or a person than a 
butterfly, the kids decided), Hutchison went over the 
knots' uses and origins. She told them about Clifford 
Ashley, a man from New Bedford who in 1944 published 
The Ashley Book of Knots, which contains instructions for 
nearly 4,000 knots. 

The kids also got to practice writing with old 
pens and Indian ink. They carefully scratched away at 
their papers, holding historic handles made of mother- 
of-pearl or ivory. "When you talk about the business end 
of shipbuilding and stores in town and stuff like that, 
everybody kept ledgers," Hutchison explained, "and it's 
always fun for the kids to try writing with the old pens." 

The last activity of the day was a farming 
experience. The group talked about where seeds come 
from and then got to plant some seed pods from daisies 
and coreopsis flowers.

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''Life builds on itself, so it's good to know where 
you came from, and how things used to be done. You can 
think about all the improvements that happen in our daily 
lives - everybody's always trying to make something 
better, because it was hard!" said Hutchison, "It used to 
be hard, so that's why inventers invent things." 

Part I of "History by Hand" showed these same 
principals when it was held on July 9. While Part II 
focused on the worker's life. Part I focused on home life. 
The kids practiced washing with a washboard and they 
looked at irons and the first washer machines. The kids 
also looked at what people did before electric vacuums

- they had beating rugs and hand-held vacuum cleaners. 
The group also went over sewing, and the kids did a 
project where they made bookmarks and sewed on their 
initials with needle points. 

''Kids learn better when they're doing things, 
trying things out on their own and kind of exploring 
more," said Hutchison. 

The Mattapoisett Historical Society upholds this 
belief in all their programs. While this summer's program 
focused on life in early Mattapoisett, previous summer 
program have allowed kids to discover old-fashioned 
candy or build boats out of recyclables. 

The museum has their Little Explorers program 
running every Thursday at 1:00 pm until August 7. This 
ongoing program allows 4, 5, and 6 year olds to explore 
topics such as farming, pirates, maps, and old-fashioned 
toys through games and hands-on activities. The program 
is free, but donations are encouraged. Registration is 
required. 

The Mattapoisett Historical Society is also looking 
forward to their "Sailor's Life" program on August 6 at 
1:00 pm. Kids are invited to explore life at sea through 
hands-on activities involving knots and signal flags. 
They'll also be able to personalize a ditty bag and sample 
hard-tack, a type of dry bread eaten by sailors. This event 
is also free, but donations are encouraged. 

"It just good to learn about the past so you know 
what used to be and how we are where we are today," 
said Hutchison.

acquisition in Marion that just opened up to the public 
on Saturday, July 26 at 11:00 am. Naturally, I was there at 
10:55 am so I could be one of the first to stamp the muddy 
trail with the imprints from the treads of my boots and 
report straight back to you. 

This is the new Osprey Marsh - and there is no 
false advertising here. There are osprey s everywhere. 
Osprey Marsh is adjacent to Rowland Marsh, and the two 
contiguous lots combined equal 28.7 acres of protected 
upland woods, wetlands, and marshland all the way up 
to the waters of Planting Island Cove. 

Rowland Marsh is named after its benefactors, 
the Rowland family, and the family back in February 
gifted the Osprey Marsh land to the Town of Marion, 
under the care of the SLT. 

Upon turning into the freshly wood-chipped 
off-street parking area of the property, the first thing I 
noticed was SLT Executive Director Robin Shields, seated 
next to a Sippican Lands Trust banner and a few didactic 
boards about the property leaning on the ground. There 
was still a great big blue party tent set back farther 
from the entrance from the night before when the SLT 
and members of the Rowland family and their friends 
gathered for a private party to celebrate the opening of 
Osprey Marsh to the public. 

Shields eagerly welcomed me to the property 
and gave me a brief history of the sequence of events that 
led to that morning of the Osprey Marsh opening to the 
public. Mary Rowland Smoyer and her three siblings 
inherited the land from their grandparents, Edward and 
Eleanor Rowland, who left specific details instructing 
the family to eventually donate the land to the Town for 
the benefit of all who live in it and to preserve the natural 
setting for recreational and educational use. 

"[Smoyer] and her siblings decided to donate 
the land earlier this year,'' said Shields. "She was very 
specific. She wanted it to be open to the public."

Animal Advice

My cat cries for food and then when I open a new can, she 
sniffs it and walks away. She drives me crazy. What can I 
do? 

Cats that eat canned food develop finicky eating habits 
and produce much more tartar on their back teeth 
than cats that eat dry food alone. Make the dry food 
available and try phasing out the canned food over a 
few weeks. 

Fm afraid that my male cat will develop a urinary 
obstruction if I feed him dry food. Are there any dry foods 
that are safe for male cats? 

Generally speaking premium cat foods such as lams 
and Science Diet are excellent dry cat foods that 
are readily devoured by most cats. There are also 
a number of urinary formula cat food that are sold 
in grocery stores that may help prevent urinary 
obstructions.

never been to before. 

The trail is marked by an Osprey Marsh sign 
every 50 feet or so. The freshly laid wood chips are 
soft under the foot, and also serve as a protective layer 
between the hiker and some stubborn sprigs of poison ivy 
striving for survival. 

The woods are lush, almost tropical-like on this 
humid, sun-drenched day. The green-hue of the mature 
ferns of the forest floor appear greener than usual in the 
moist morning air, making the woods feel almost garden- 
like while the thick vines hanging from the trees maintain 
the wild untamed atmosphere of the woods. 

The SLT has laid down some simple lumber 
planks they call bog bridges, so hikers can pass over the 
wet muddy spots along the way. 

About two-thirds through the gently winding 
trail, I bumped into SLT Head Steward Yelena Sheynin, 
who was just on her way back from inspecting the trail 
and the marsh one last time for any last-minute details 
she could tend to before the public came through that 
morning. 

Smiling, Sheynin said, 'T think the trail turned 
out really well, thanks to the volunteers.'' But, she added, 
the goals that the SLT has for this property are even more 
exciting than this preliminary trail. 

"From the minute that we went to the ConCom 
(Conservation Commission) to this day, we've been out 
here working on it," said Sheynin. 

The view from the end of the trail that opens up 
to the cove is magnificent. Rarely is the average person

granted everyday access to actually explore a marsh, so 
this is an excellent place to bring children to discover an 
ecosystem like a marsh firsthand. 

The reeds were arranged in swirls of yellow and 
green, flat from the ebb and flow of the tides, and they 
collapsed softly beneath my careful footfalls. Ospreys 
circled in the sky, and I even found an osprey feather 
lying delicately atop the flattened grassy marsh floor. 
A bright green flag placed near the trail marks the way 
back out for those that explore farther along the shoreline, 
and that day the breeze had it flapping completely open, 
waving me back toward the woods. 

One last osprey bid me farewell before I pulled 
out of the parking area in my car. Something tells me I 
will be returning often to enjoy the solitude of the marsh 
and to watch as the passing seasons leave their mark on 
the woods at Osprey Marsh.

for care packages to send to the Army National Guard 
soldiers of the 379*^ Engineer Company stationed in 
Afghanistan - and one of these soldiers is Natalya's own 
step-father, Derek Johnson, who has been away on duty in 
Afghanistan since April of this year. 

On July 25, the two best friends stood by 
Natalya's kitchen table in her Dexter Beach home as 
Caroline counted the money they raised going door-to- 
door in Natalya's neighborhood.

Hamlin: Eyewitness to History 

This Mattapoisett Life 
By Marilou Newell 

I recently attended Seth Mendell's lecture on the 
building of the Cape Cod Canal in honor of its centennial 
anniversary. Surprisingly, Mendell began the history of 
the canal with the Pilgrims settling in the area. From then 
until now, the Cape Cod Canal has been a figment of 
imagination and a massive flowing reality. With a blank 
canvas upon which to draw the rich local history of this 
major historical event, Mendell filled my brain. 

Yet, stepping through the mists of time from that 
auspicious day in July 1914 stood one person: Huybertie 
Hamlin (b. April, 1878 - d. March, 1964). She was there 
observing and experiencing first hand all the monumental 
changes that took place in the late 1800s and through to 
the mid-1960s. Living in a time that saw the industrial 
revolution propel the world into new areas of thought and 
mechanical ingenuity, she was a woman slightly ahead of 
her day. A contemporary and lifelong friend of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt, Hamlin hobnobbed with the rich and 
famous, a social group into which she was born in Albany, 
New York. 

Although I was thoroughly delighted and 
enlightened to learn the history of the first and second 
Cape Cod Canals (yes there were two, well, sort of two

and a half), it was she who intrigued me, she who seemed 
to want her eyewitness account to be heard again. Thanks 
to Hamlin's chronicling of this wonder of construction 
capabilities, we can still hear her voice. 

But first let me give you the briefest history of 
the Cape Cod Canal you'll find anywhere. As far back as 
the days when Myles Standish and his contemporaries 
roamed the sandy beaches at Head-of-the-Bay in Bourne 
and beyond, a canal was imagined. Assuredly not on the 
scale it is today, they envisioned a more modest canal 
similar to those that were common throughout northern 
Europe. Something comparable to the small cuttings

with locks that were sliced through Britain, Holland, and 
France to help manage the water's depth, currents, and 
tides and which allowed easier movement of people and 
goods even though they most likely allowed traffic in a 
single direction. 

And so the notion of digging through the Isthmus 
of Cape Cod was pondered for many centuries. Along 
with Standish, George Washington thought about a canal, 
Dutch traders from New York and Pennsylvania thought 
about a canal, as well as more southerly merchants 
who wanted to get their goods to Boston and north to 
Portland. They had the foresight to dream, but lacked the 
technological wherewithal. All these people believed it 
could and would one day be done; the need was great. 

Without a canal, those wanting to get from Cape 
Cod Bay to Buzzards Bay and vice versa had to navigate 
rivers that were little more than streams and then portage 
overland or sail 165 miles around Provincetown. There 
were numerous attempts throughout the 1800s, and 
the Senate conducted a study in 1818 that went directly 
into a library never to be seen again. As commerce was 
increasing along with tourism to the Cape, all the canal 
idea needed was time, money, and know-how. 

The Ship Canal Company tried to build a canal.

It sold shares in what was slated to become a for-profit 
toll canal. They purchased land while other parcels were 
taken by eminent domain and sold shares at $100 per 
unit. They brought Italian workers to the Cape by the 
hundreds. But, for ten years, the project stalled. Enter 
August Belmont. 

In 1904, Belmont bought them out at a much 
depressed price per share and began to build a team that 
could get this project moving again. Belmont's lineage 
is rich with people who changed the course of politics, 
policies, and commerce on an international level. His 
maternal grandfather was none other than Commodore 
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Matthew Perry who sailed into Tokyo Harbor and 
demanded the Emperor to "open your ports/' 

Belmont knew that the construction of the canal 
needed engineering on a scale equal to that which was 
taking place in Panama. So when William Parsons, a civil 
engineer with an impeccable resume who had been part 
of the engineering team in Panama became available, 
Belmont brought him on-board the Cape Cod Canal 
project. From 1905 until 1914, the canal was designed 
and built. At times, crews worked 12-hour days with 
only two days off per year. There was heavy equipment, 
boulders to be moved or exploded both above ground 
and underwater, special rail cars to remove dirt from the 
site, and ships to ferry dirt away to designated dumping 
locations. It was a Herculean undertaking. Belmont was 
determined to stay the course "until the last shovel" 
full of dirt was removed with a goal of opening up his 
canal before the completion of the Panama Canal. They 
succeeded with a mere 17 days to spare. 

Hamlin saw it all. She wrote, ''We had gone over to 
see the work at various stages during the intervening years and 
General Charles Taylor of Buzzards Bay had been most kind in 
showing the progress to us every summer when we went over 
to luncheon with him and Mrs. Taylor/' (Taylor's Point is 
now the location of Mass Maritime Academy). Further on 
she recorded, ". ..the Scussett and Manumet Rivers had to he 
changed entirely in their courses as they were small and crooked 
streams. Manumet in Indian means "the trail of the burden 
carrier". Hamlin describes two beautiful highway bridges 
that in later years would be closed to traffic for security 
reasons when ships carrying supplies to Camp Edwards 
sailed through. 

Mendell told us that before the canal was cut 
through, the first two bridges were built roughly where 
they are located today to ensure that movement back and 
forth from the Cape would remain unimpeded. He said 
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they were 'dry built' with no water passing under them at 
first. 

On the grand opening day of July 4, 1914, Hamlin 
described a flotilla of ships and boats that gathered in 
New Bedford. The plan was to sail through the canal from 
Buzzards Bay into Cape Cod Bay, turn around, and dock 
at Taylor's Point for a grand opening ceremony Many 
dignitaries, politicians and the like were making the 
trip and were on the agenda to speak at this ceremonial 
opening. 

Hamlin wrote, ''Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Roosevelt invited us to go with him on a U.S. torpedo boat the 
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Destroyer from New Bedford. Anna and I accepted hut Charlie 
had ^promised to go in the Rose Standish with the State officials 
and speakers. " As Mendell explained, the Rose Standish was 
a passenger carrier, a 993-gross ton steel-hulled paddle 
steamship, designed for calm waters. 

At 9:00 am, Hamlin was in New Bedford on the 
Destroyer and watched as Belmont's personal vessel, the 
Scout, headed the parade of ships from the harbor. "It was 
a lovely sight on a lovely day" with no shadow cast on the 
day from "the far away murder of the Austrian Arch Duke in 
a place called Sarajevo ...We knew and cared little about these 
European imbroglios. . . " 

Heading toward Grey Gables, the Scout "broke 
the ribbon . . . horns blew . . . steam whistles sounded . . . sirens 
blared ... the banks were thronged with people waving. . . " 

She then describes a strong northeasterly wind, 
believing it to be the worst thing for the navigation of 
vessels at this location along with water height differences 
and tidal shifts between the two bays, " . ..Buzzards Bay 
was rising while Massachusetts Bay was falling. .."li became 
a very choppy mess to get through. 

"It was with great difficulty that the ships turned 
about in the Bay to return through the canal to Bourne . . . The 
Standish was overloaded with people and it looked as if that 
excursion boat would tip over . . . our Destroyer let the Standish 
get far ahead as the tide was rushing hard with the wind to push 
it and our ship was a much faster one but the poor Standish 
was rushed past the wharf at Bourne where a great crowd in an 
enormous tent waited for the speakers. The Standish had to run 
down the five mile channel before she could turn in Buzzards 
Bay and bring back the speakers. ..it took two hours for this 
extra performance. " 

All was well that ended well, and Belmont's canal 
made him money as a toll waterway. The first year, an 
estimated 2,000 vessels went through, with double that 
the following year. 

However, in 1918, citing security reasons after a 
German boat came dangerously close to Nauset Beach, 
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President Wilson ordered that the Federal Railroad 
Administration take over operation of the canal. 
After WWI, Belmont with great hesitation resumed 
responsibility of the canal while concurrently negotiating 
with the government to sell it to them. Finally, in 1927, a 
deal was made for which Belmont received $11.5 million, 
probably $5 million less than he originally invested, 
as Mendell speculates. Once the U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers had control of the canal, it made improvements, 
reconstructing and modifying the location of this glorious 
and massive waterway 

As for Hamlin, Mendell told us she was an

spearheaded an organization known as the Mattapoisett 
Improvement League, which aided in opening public 
spaces in Mattapoisett - notably Shipyard Park - 
municipal trash collection, town beach, and tree 
plantings. She was also a published author (as was 
her mother), and wrote An Albany Girlhood that is still 
available. I found it on Amazon! Now wouldn't that 
thrill her? Mendell's elder family members were also 
contemporaries of Hamlin, and he recalls that all felt she 
was an exceptional person whose talents benefited the 
beautification of Mattapoisett. 

Some of her personal papers are resting in 
the Mattapoisett Historical Society Museum, which is 
presently in the process of cataloging its vast collection 
into 21st century style computerized records. The 
museum's summer program includes additional events 
featuring Mendell: walking tours on August 2 and 16 
(stepping off from the museum at 2:00 pm) and a lecture 
on local mover and shaker Joseph Meigs on August 
31 at 5:00 pm in Shipyard Park. All events are free, but 
donations appreciated. 

So the next time you look at the Cape Cod Canal, 
think of that day long ago when Mrs. Charles "Bertie"

Board Approves In-Law Apartment and Pool 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Jean Perry 

There were a couple of tense moments when the 
future of William and Tamara LaPiere's plans for an in- 
law apartment and in-ground swimming pool seemed 
uncertain. The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals had a 
lot of questions and concerns about the ''unusual'' nature 
of the LaPieres' special permit and variance requests, and 
Chairman Richard Cutler was not about to just hand them 
out that easily. 

Due to the irregularly shaped property located at 
46 Paradise Lane, the LaPieres would require a variance 
for a property line setback for their swimming pool, even 
without the in-law suite addition. When asked which one 
was their priority, Mr. LaPiere said the pool, but what 
they really wanted was approval for both. 

Board member Kirby Gilmore said his only 
concern was that a second bedroom could be added to the 
in-law apartment, and he wanted to place a condition that 
the addition be limited to just one bedroom. 

There was a question as to whether or not 
the variance for the pool met the bylaw's three-prong 
definition of a hardship, and Infinity Construction owner 
Robert Ferreira argued that in order to build the addition, 
the shape of the lot would not allow the pool to be 
installed anywhere else and there would be no room for 
further expansion on the property in the future. 
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Ferreira gave Cutler a printed email from the rear 
abutter to the property expressing support for the project. 

''Okay, this is a little unusual/' said Cutler. He 
added that, so far, everything Ferreira presented that 
evening had been a little bit unusual. 

"We have some discussion when it comes to 
special permits," said Cutler. "We have no discussion 
when it comes to variances," adding that the bylaws 
determine if a variance is issued. 

At that, the public hearing closed and final 
deliberation began. Board member Randal Cabral said he 
concurred with Kirby, recommending a condition to limit 
the addition to one-bedroom in the future. Kirby rehashed 
his reasons for granting approval for both petitions, 
followed by a tense moment of silence until Cutler asked 
the board which petition they should address first. 

The board approved both the special permit and 
the variance unanimously. 

Also during the meeting, petitioners Richard and 
Lynette Torres had to continue their hearing for an in-law 
suite addition on their 157 Pine Street property because 
they only had a rough plan, not a certified plan, to present 
to the board. 

"You don't get approval without a plot plan," said

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Cutler. "We need to see what the as-built is." 

'Including the proposed/' added Cabral. 

Mrs. Torres told the board that the couple wanted 
to present the rough plan to the board for feedback before 
paying the expenses of having a certified plan developed 
if their chance for approval was slim.

Good News From Leisure Shores 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Marilou Newell 
Leisure Shores was back before the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission on July 28. This time, however, 
it was to discuss the positive steps that have taken place 
in what, at times, looked like a massive environmental 
hazard. 

Speaking on behalf of Robert Ringuette, 
Sr were his son. Bob, and manager, Dana Barrows. 
Ringuette shared an update with the commission that 
included waterside and landside objectives, current 
state conditions, and future improvements. It was all 
good news. Ringuette also named his new legal team, 
spearheaded by Jamy Buchanan Made] a of Buchanan and 
Associates, a Boston based firm. Madeja's background 
is impressive to say the least. On her website, www. 
buchananassocates.com, she lists experience in 
environmental issues including permitting, licensing, 
ocean management and government relations. She 
is the former chief counsel to the executive office of 
Environmental Affairs for Massachusetts, having been 
appointed by Governor Weld. 

The most contentious issue was the 
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environmental hazard presented from disintegrating 
Styrofoam floats that have plagued the cove area of 
Brandt Beach for many years. Ringuette said that 
by 2016, 100% of all floats will meet Army Corps 
recommendations, with 50% of all floats in question being 
replaced by the end of 2014. Barrows' team had found a 
methodology that was much less labor intensive and that 
allowed the clean up and improvements to the waterside 
of the business to move along faster and more cost 
effectively. The commission members were united in their 
delight at this news. Chairman Peter Newton said, . .we 
were a lot more concerned with getting things cleaned up 
than punishing anyone. .." 

Commission member Bob Rogers asked if during 
the winter months a boom could be placed around the 
float area to contain Styrofoam pellets and pieces that 
continue to foul the cove. At the end of the meeting, that 
suggestion, along with other matters concerning Leisure 
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shores, was discussed in executive session. 

Regarding the landside issues, it was reported 
that violations brought by the building department had 
been resolved, and that DEP found no violations with 
respect to wetlands being filled in; however, they were 
waiting for the full written report. 

Newton told Ringuette and Barrows that they 
would need to determine what types of services the 
operation would offer moving forward and get those 
appropriately permitted. Newton ended the hearing with 
Leisure Shores by closing the public hearing portion and 
advising them that conditions would be presented in 
two weeks and after executive session to discuss those 
conditions. 

In other business, special conditions for Blue 
Wave LLC for a commercial solar farm on Crystal Spring 
Road were discussed, but verbal details were scarce as 
the commission members referred to a printed list of 
conditions drafted by Environmental Agent Elizabeth 
Leidhold and which were not clarified for the public at 
this meeting. No one from Blue Wave was present. 

The Shaw Farm municipal certification was 
signed by the commission members and closing on the 
property will take place in September. 
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A Request for Determination of Applicability filed 
by the Highlander Trust for property located at 14 Ned's 
Point Road received a negative 3 vote with a condition of 
limits of work being marked at the site. 

A Notice of Intent filed by Robert and Kara 
Gauvin of 5 Seabreeze Lane received a standard order 
of conditions with an open order of conditions being 
cross-referenced. An open order of conditions will 
remain in place while a newer order complements it and 
was necessary since the scope of the original plan had 
changed. 

A certificate of compliance was issued for 6 Deer

Solar Project Advances with Uncertainty 

Marion Energy Management Committee 
By Jean Perry 

Energy Management Committee members were 
a bit disappointed to hear that the planned Marion solar 
garden project, slated for the old landfill on Benson Brook 
Road, could wind up at the end of the line behind larger 
Mattapoisett projects already ''in the queue'' with NSTAR. 

Committee member Jennifer Francis said on 
July 28 that, during a July 22 teleconference between 
representatives from the Town of Marion, NSTAR, the 
Massachusetts Department of Energy Resources, and 
the Department of Public Utilities, she learned that 
Mattapoisett already submitted several larger applications 
and, when Marion eventually submits its full application 
for its approximately 500 kilowatt solar project, "We'd go 
to the bottom of the queue," said Francis. 

"If the projects do go through in Mattapoisett, 
they're going to basically max out the infrastructure that 
is already there," said Francis. Francis referred to the 
infrastructure that allows electricity generated by the 
solar arrays to be fed into the grid, such as the substation 
bus (electrical substation). 

The original purpose for the teleconference, said 
Francis, was to request more information from NSTAR 
that the utility company had not yet provided, mainly

the cost of connecting the solar project to the grid. Francis 
said not having this information was affecting the bidding 
process, and Francis said one potential bid actually pulled 
out for lack of this knowledge. 

"It was not very good news/' said Francis. "To 
get the details, we have to submit an 'entire' application." 
Marion has only submitted a pre-application at this point 
in the process. 

The deadline for bid requests is August 4 at 3:00 
pm. Francis said after that, if Marion submitted a full 
application, they would not get the information they 
wanted about connection costs until at least the end of

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Chairman Shrugs off Wetlands Violation 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Jean Perry 

What is done is done. At least from where the 
Marion Conservation Commission sits, even though 
Richard Costa of 237 River Road will still have to file 
with the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection for the raised platform he constructed right on 
the bank of the Sippican River. 

The wetlands resource area where the raised 
deck visually abuts the wetlands line, as seen in some 
photographs showing where Costa built the illegal deck, 
is an area protected under the Wetlands Protection Act. 
When any work within 100 feet of a wetland is required, a 
Notice of Intent or Request for Determination Application 
must be filed in advance; however, Costa failed to apply 
for the NOI before building the deck. 

On July 23, Costa sat down with the ConCom at 
the conference room meeting table to discuss his after-the- 
fact filing of a NOI for the deck. 

Chairman Norman Hills said some members of 
ConCom visited the site on Saturday, July 19. Hills passed

around several color photos that "show how close to the 
river [the deck] is/' 

The 12-foot by 8-foot wooden deck is built on 
four posts and encroaches the embankment of the muddy 
estuary floor with towering phragmites alongside. 

When Hills asked Costa if he had filed with Mass 
DEP, he replied no. Hills said that without a number 
issued by the DEP, the commission could not issue the 
permit for the deck to Costa. 

"It's close/' said Hills shrugging his shoulders. 
"That's the bottom line." None of the commission 
members had any comments or questions for Costa at that 
time. 

In his defense, Costa said that before he built 
the deck, he did go to the Town House to inquire about 
building his riverside deck. Costa specifically named 
someone at Town House who told him "as long as you're 
above the high water mark." 

Commission member Joel Hartley commented 
that the destruction of any saltmarsh is a pretty serious 
offense, but Hills said the estuary edge where Costa built 
the deck was not a saltmarsh. 

"I don't think we need to do anything about 
changing the situation," said Hills, after commenting a 
second time that he thought the deck was "You know, it's 
close." 

Discussion about removing some of the 
phragmites near Costa's deck ensued, with Hartley 
commenting that phragmites tend to "mess up your 
view," reminding Costa that he needs to file an 
application before doing any vegetation removal at the 
site. 

The commission asked Costa to grant them 
permission to continue the hearing until August 27 to wait 
for the DEP to issue a file number, and it was continued. 

During a follow-up interview. Hills stated, "It's

When asked if the commission would have 
granted the permit for Costa to build his deck within 
the protected resource area. Hills stated, "Hard to say 
. . . Probably not" He continued, saying the deck was 
probably "not within the actual wetland," but within the 
buffer zone. 

Also during the meeting, the commission 
continued the hearing for Thomas Stemberg of 114 Point 
Road. Stemberg addressed the commission during the 
July 9 meeting and the hearing was continued until July 
23. Hills said he had not received any formal request 
to continue the hearing another time, but with no one 
present to represent Stemberg, the commission approved 
another continuance. Stemberg filed a NOI to demolish 
the existing structures on the lot and construct a single- 
family dwelling, a pool, a pool house, a tennis court, a 
driveway, and walkways.

The shortfall in donations is significant enough 
that the Red Cross could experience an emergency 
shortage in the coming weeks. Please make an 
appointment to give now to help replenish the blood 
supply. 

Eligible blood and platelet donors are urged to 
roll up a sleeve and give to help prevent an emergency 
shortage and ensure an adequate blood supply 
for patients. The need for blood donors with types 
O-negative, B-negative, and A-negative is especially 
urgent. 

Patients don't get a summer vacation from 
needing blood. The Red Cross encourages donors to make 
an appointment now to help ensure a stable supply in the 
weeks ahead.

Lucy, Starring Scarlett Johansson and Morgan Freeman. 
Directed by Luc Besson. Running time: 88 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

What are the movies trying to tell us about 
Scarlett Johansson? Of late, she's been seen (or, in one 
case, merely heard) in three idiosyncratic sci-fi films 
directed by people with more on their minds than 
simple escapism. Spike Jonze's Her wedded Johansson's 
purr to a super-advanced operating system; Jonathan 
Glazer's Under the Skin offered her as an alien harvesting 
men; and now, in Luc Besson' s Lucy (Luc with a y?), 
Johansson plays an unwilling drug mule whose cargo of 
experimental blue powder, leaking into her bloodstream, 
allows her access to more and more of her brain. In the 
Besson- verse, this means Johansson becomes the ultimate 
badass, able to bend matter to her will, until eventually, 
like Samantha in Her, Lucy slips the bonds of the material 
world. 

What matters to the sane viewer is not whether 
Lucy is scientifically plausible ~ it isn't ~ but whether 
it's an entertaining riff on its hefty themes (like, what is 
human, man?) ~ and it mostly is. Which doesn't mean I 
don't have many questions about it. Lucy starts out an 
ordinary young woman with understandably intense 
emotional responses to her plight ~ in a nice nod to 
realism, Besson has her barf at the sight of gangster 
bloodshed ~ but as her brain grows, as in so many of 
these parables, her heart seems to shrink. Johansson 
becomes dead-eyed and rather spooky, rattling off 
complex dialogue in a flat affect. She comes across as 
more inhuman than she was as actual nonhumans in 
Her and Under the Skin. Reason trumps feeling, I guess ~ 
though another nice touch finds Lucy phoning her mom 
and tearfully sharing infant memories she can now access 
~ but a main character without fear makes for a movie 
without emotional stakes. 

Lucy is probably easy to parody, what with its 




nods to landmarks of furrowed-brow cinema ~ at one 
point, Lucy touches fingers with a curious pre-evolved 
monkey; finally, Scarlett Johansson as the Monolith! 
~ sometimes playing like Limitless remixed by Godfrey 
Reggio. It comes complete with a thesis statement, spoken 
by Johansson in sullen voiceover: "Life was given to us a 
billion years ago. What have we done with it?" The peak 
of human endeavor, apparently, being the ability to take 
out a hallway full of Korean thugs with a lordly wave 
of the hand. For extra gravitas, Besson brings in Morgan 
Freeman, filling the same role he did in the recent and 
thematically similar Transcendence. Where Johnny Depp 
sought to crown himself the world's benevolent cyber- 
king, though, Lucy just wants to survive, to pass along 
information as a cell does. Is this the difference between a 
deus ex machina and a dea ex machinal 

Ultimately, Lucy is more interesting as the 
final panel of the 2013-14 Scarlett Johansson "what is 
human?" triptych than it is in and of itself. It has its 
giddy moments, though. When Lucy teams up with 
a cop (Amr Waked) and takes him on a leadfoot tour 
of Parisian streets, or when she achieves oneness with 
every electronic device in Freeman's lab, Besson shows 
a muscular imaginative glee that's hard to fend off. The 
director of La Lemme Nikita, The Professional and The Fifth 
Element has never been a thinker; despite Lucy's feints 
towards philosophy, it's really about the cool visual, the 
dispassionate masklike beauty of a young woman serving 
up a bit of ultraviolence. Lucy was not based on a comic 
book, but it might as well be; essentially, Luc Besson is in 
the comic-book business.
